SltV-ETC OK BONDS. 


The late unpleasantness betwoenthe 


president and Secretary Carlisle has 
caused considerable comment. 
The 


laws of congress make the notes issued 
in payment of silver bullion purchases, 
redeemable in coin—gold or silver— 


* at the option of the secretary of the 
treasury. The notes issued for silver 
bullion are held by a syndicate which 
furnishes the bullion to the govdrn- 
ment. This syndicate, it is alleged, is 
composed of American and foreign 
brokers and bankers. 
They buy the 


bullion of producers and dispose of it 
tp the government every month at a 
slight advance over the market quota- 
tions. The notes which they receive 
are presented for payment at the sub- 
treasury in New York, and are invaria- 
bly redeemed hi gold, which gold is 
shipped to Europe. The bullion for 
which these notes are issued is stored 
in the treasury, so that in reality the 
money iu the country is being reduced 
rather than increased by the purchases, 
as practically the effect of issuing 
notes which are redeemed in gold is 
the same as if gold was paid direct out 
of the treasury fov bullion. 


The law authorizing the purchase of 


silver bullion leaves it discretionary 
with the secretary of the treasury to re- 
deem the notes issued in payment of 
the bullion in gold or standard dollars. 
It also empowers the secretary to have 
sufficient of the bullion coined at the 
mints to redeem the notes in silver, if 
the secretary desires to do so. 
It ap- 


pears that Secretary Carlisle, who was 
publicly in favor of free coinage, as sen- 
ator from Kentucky, is yet disposed to 
favor silver by redeeming treasury 
notes with standard dollars, and pro- 
posed to exercise his discretionary 
power in the matter by doing so when 
the free gold in the treasury was ex- 
hau&ted. An intimation of this inten- 
tion was the cause of the unpleasant- 
ness betwean him and the president, 
who is thoroughly imbued with Wah 
street financial ideas. The president's: 
views prevailed and not a silver dollar 
is paid out for treasury notes. 


Nowv it is conceded that if the de- 


mand for gold to ship to Europe con- 
tinues, Secretary Carlisle must issue 
bonds, and his authority to do s,o is. 
questioned, to get gold for shipment 
abroad, or redeem the treasury notes IL 
silver which he has unquestioned au- 
thority to do. This will bring tht 
financial question right home to tht 
people of the whole country. Will tht 
masses endorse the policy of increas- 
ing the interest-bearing debt of the 
United States to get gold to ship out 
of the country, or insist on the coinagt 
of the silver bullion now stored in tht 
treasury, and paying a parb of the gov- 
ernment obligations in standard dol- 
lars ? That is one of the questions: 
which murit b^ settled in the very neai 
future. The office-holders and offlce- 
seeksrrf, even in the west, where public 
sentiment is, as it should bo, stronglj 
hi favor of silver, will, in the hope o' 
placating the admiuibtration, support 
tho 
Cleveland-Sherman-Wall 
street 


combination view oi the question, but 
the masses of the people will insist OL 
reducing instead of increasing the 
pub- 


lic debt, by coining silver and making 
money more plentiful.

A PATRIOT OK A SC'OUNDltEt. 


William Newby, according to the 


epitaph on a small tombstone on tlit 
battlefield, was killed in the battle o 
Bhiloh. WiJliam Newby, according tc 
tho records oC the 
pension 
office, 


entered a claim recently for $20,000 
back pension. A bpecial pension ex- 
aminer took charge of the living 
William Newby with orders from the 
pension bureau to make a thorough 
examination. This examiner went with 
Mr, Newby to several persons whom 
Mr. Newby claimed as relatives. Some 
of those did not, ov at least would not, 
recognize Mr. Newby, while others did 
and one woman embraced him right ID 
the presence of the examiner, claiming 
that he was her long lost brother. This 
did not satisfy the pension examiner, 
who is a new and ambitious official, 
who desires to make a record for him- 
self and the administration by expos- 
ing the rascality of fraudulent pension 
claimants. Finally, as a crucial test, 
Mr. Newby, who claims to have been 
originally from Illinois and to have 
served in an Illinois regiment, pro- 
posed to accompany the examiner 
to Nashville, Tennessee, where he 
claims his mother resides, to be 
identified by her. If the mother fails 
to find the 
strawberry mark on 


William's person, it is possible that he 
may have what is alleged to be hi& 
grave exhumed to prove that the bones 
therein are not and could not possibly, 
by any combination o£ circumstances be 
his mortal remains. 


What seems strange about the claim- 


ant is that if $JJ,OUO back pension is 
due him for services rendered, or inju- 
ries sustained by him hi the war which 
ended twenty-eight years ago, that he 
should have remained dead so long and 
did not resurrect himself and present 
his claim a few years ago when every- 
body who served in any capacity in the 
army and thousands who did not serve 
the country in any capacity whatever, 
were granted pensions for political 
purposes. Mr. Newby is evidently a 
patriot who did not demand a pension 
so long as he could possibly support 
himself without, or a scoundrel who is 
trying to personate a soldier who fell 
fighting for his comntry at the battle 
of Shiloh which was fought April 6th 
and 7th, 1862.

COL IRISH OPPOSES SILVER. 


The National Capital Deserted by the 


President and Cabinet Officials. 


THIRD DAY 


Of 
the 
Trans-Miss isalppi 
Congress.

OGDBN, April 26.—The Trans Missis- 


sippi Congress began its morning ses- 
sion by passing a resolution calling on 
the railways to place their rates to the 
world's fair at such a figure as will en- 
able the masses in the west to attend. 


The Nicaragua canal was then taken 


up. Leet ot Colorado opposed the con- 
struction of the canal by the United 
States because it would only bring con- 
tributions to the prosperity of Great 
Britain. 


Joon P. Irish of California argued 


that the genei al prosperity of the world 
svould be enhanced by the building of 
the canal, and that every port of this 
country would share in it. 


Governor Waite wanted the canal, if 


built at all, to be absolutely under the 
control of this country and in the 
interest of the people of this nation. 


Hey burn of Idaho spoke for his State 


in favor of the canal.

joming the natural obstacles of the 
isthmus. 


O. W. Crawford of Texas claimed 


that the profit on the cotton that could 
je sold to China and Japan alone 
,vould pay the interest on the bonds. 


Congressman-elect Cannon of Los 


Vngeles, a Populist, said he opposed 
governmental aid unless the original 
jromoters were either bought out or 
'rozen out. If this canal is controlled 
jy a monopoly it will combine with the 
railroads just as the Pacific Mail com- 
pany has done, 


T. M. Patterson of Denver, Col., for 


tho interests of his State, favored the 
canal. 


Governor Osborn of Wyoming ar- 


rived and received an ovation from the 
congress. 


On the reassembling of the congress 


JJovernor Prince of New Mexico intro- 
duced the following resolution which 
w is adopted: 


Resolved, That this congress ask the 


d rector of the Columbian exposition 
t) set apart a day in the month of Sep- 
t amber next to be known as silver day, 
when addresses on the silver question 
can be delivered and the day otherwise 
celebrated in an appropriate manner. 


The chairman of the committee on 


resolutions introduced resolutions on 
transportation rates and the Nicara- 
gua canal. The discussion occupied 
the morning session on the latter, 
opinions greatly divergent as to the 
oeneflts being expressed. Eesolutions 
were then passed as follows: 


liesolv&d, That this congress urgently 


requests that rates of fare on the 
various lines of railway be so fixed as 
to enable the masses of the transrnis- 
sissippi region to attend the world's 
Columbian exposition. 


Resolved, That the speedy construc- 


tion oE the Nicaragua canal is most 
important to the maritime, commer- 
cial, industrial and poli^ca! interests 
of this country and that every reason- 
able endeavor should be made by the 
United States to obtain from Nicaragua 
an absolute title to sufficient territory 
to construct such canal, the same to 
be constructed and owned by the 
United States. 


Resolved, That it is the sense of this 


congress that the law regulating com- 
merce betweeii states should be so 
amended as to insure the people of 
every state and 
section 
equitable 


freight and passenger rates and that a 
tribunal be created or designated where 
questions between the people and trans- 
portation lines may be speedily" ad- 
justed. 


The following resolutions on silver 


coinage were introduced: 


Resolved, That we demand that the 


congress of the United States immedi- 
ately reopen the mints of our country 
to the free and unlimited coinage of 
gold and silver on equal terms at the 
present ratio of sixteen to one 
and that the governments use the coins 
of both metals without discrimination. 


Resolved, That we are unalterably op- 


posed to the repeal of what is known' 


as the Sherman silver purchasing act, 
until it is replaced with a law providing 
for such free and unlimited coinage. 


Colonel Irish of California wanted to 


know why silver and gold were selected 
instead of other metals and why the 
ratio of 1 to 16 was mentionel. 


C. C. Goodwin of the' Salt Lake Trib- 


une was called out and said that the 
ratio of 16 to 1 was insisted on because 
that ratio existed when silver was de- 
monetized, 


Governor Waite of Colorado rejoiced 


bo see the silver question becoming of 
interest to men of all parties. 


J. A. Leet of Denver and A. C. Fisk 


of Denver spoke, the former against the 
resolution. 


Holman of Oregon in his remarks 


turned on Bepublicans and Democrats 
alike for their inconsistency. 


Judge Van Waggener of Sioux city, 


Iowa, declared that the agricultural 
interests of Iowa had sustained a 
greater loss through the demonetiza- 
tion of silver than had the mining in- 
terests of the western states. He was 
in favor of free coinage of the silver 
product of the world. 


Whitmore of Missouri challenged the 


statement made by seve-al speakers 
that silver had been demonetized by a 
trick. 


Bray of Montana said in 1873 silver 


was demonetized because it was be- 
coming too valuable to coin, and the 
demand is made now that because it is 
now so cheap it should be demone- 
tized. 


The resolution will be voted on to- 


morrow with every intimation that it 
will pass as presented. 


This evening Colonel Irish will speak 


against unlimited coinage and Senator 
Stewart for it. 


An Unusual Oooureuce. 


WASHINGTON, April 16.—It has rarely 


happened in the history of this coun- 
try that the seat of government has 
been entirely deserted by the president 
and ministers, but such, however, is the 
case to-day. The president and mem- 
bers of the cabinet left Washington at 
4:30 o'clock this afternoon in a magnifi- 
cent special train to witness the naval 
review. A large- crowd of citizens gath- 
ered and watched the departure of the 
chief executive and wife and official 
family and wives. 


A telegram was received at the navy 


department to-day from New York an- 
nouncing the death there of Captain 
Gilbert C. Wiltse from congestion of 
the brain. Captain Wiltse commanded 
the Boston during the trouble in Ha- 
waii and led the marines that hoisted 
our flag establishing a protectorate over 
the islands.

ARID 
LANDS 
AND 
IRRIGATION. 


Suggestion* From tlio State 


of Wyoming. 


In view of the fact that the trans- 


mississippi congress now ia session at 
Ogden, will discuss the arid land and 
irrigation questions, the Ogden Stand- 
ard refers to suggestions of state en- 
gineer Elwoid Mead of Wyoming, pub- 
lished in the Irrigation Age which the 
Age comments upon as follows: 


He believes that no part of the arid 


land should be disposed of except upon 
the condition that the Iand4 shall be 
reclaimed. 
When an individual or 


company had found a good source of 
water supply and demonstrated that 


scheme for reclamation was feasible, 


tie would have them proceed to con- 
struct their canals with the under- 
standing that the cost of the ditch 
should be a first lien on the land it 
waters. This, Mr. Mead thinks, would 
give absolute security for the invest- 
ment. Settlers might then come in 
and take up laud under the ditch by 
assuming their proportionate share of 
he cost of construction and operation. 
They would thus become stockholders 
n the enterprise, and when all the 
land was settled they would own the 
works of irrigation. -Thus, instead of 
Land and water companies we should 
merely have construction companies. 
Investment in an irrigation enterprise 
would be attended by very little risk. 
If settlers came and took up land 
under these conditions the construc- 
tion company would get its money out 
with a reasonable profit; if settlers did 
not come in, then the lien would be 
foreclosed and the 
company would 


have the land. 


" Mr. Me%d thinks this would be very 


attractive to capital and settlers alike 
and result in the rapid reclamation and 
settlement of the arid public domain. 
He thinks it would be far superior to 
the present desert land Jaw, or the 
proposition to give one-half the land to 
anybody who will reclaim the other 
half. Such a plan could be carried out 
either by the Nation or the state, pro- 
vided it had absolute control of both 
water and laud. Mr. Mead favors state 
control for several reasons. First, the 
water is now the property of most 
of 
the 
states. 
Second, 
western 


men are far better able to deal with 
this problem than national officials. 
Third, the problem has different phases 
in different states and should be hand- 
led as a local question."

COWBOY. 


That Picturesque Western Figure "Will 


Soon Become Extinct. 


The cowboy, like the buffalo, the 


prairie wolf, the painted redskin and 
the highway robber of the plains, is 
rapidly becoming extinct in the west. 
Civilization is as hard on cowboys as it 
is on the other animals enumerated 
above. The cowboy, however, has been 
largely a myth. He has been existing 
in the imagination of Eastern writers, 
says the Boston Transcript, just as sev- 
eral fine Indians were turned out of 
Cooper's mind. There are many herd- 
ers of cattle and sheep in the mount- 
ains and valleys of the west. But thje 
herder is the reality out of which came 
the mythical cowboy. . 


Texas produced the herder and cow- 


boy. 
Texas produces him yet in .his 


fullness. Last winter, when the cattle 
"kings" of Wyoming were trying to 
kill off or drive out the actual settlers 
who were making homes on govern- 
ment land and breaking up the vast 
ranges that have been used for years 
wilho'ut permission, the settlers were 
found to be too strong for the " kings." 
It became necessary to have help in 
the work of depopulating the country, 
and Texas was called upon to furnish 
the men. They were of the herder or 
cowboy type, a*d no other state could 
produce their equals for that partic- 
ular work' Before they "cut loose," 
however, it was decided that the settl- 
ers had better be left in possession of 
the lands they had homesteaded for 
themselves. "Utah has the best herders 
in the United States. They are, as a 
rule, Mormons and do not partake of 
the Texas characteristics of the same 
lass. In Kansas, Nebraska and Col- 
orado the herder is no longer " a holy 
terror." Twenty years ago he was all 
that phrase implies save the "Aoly." 


I spent the summer of 1878 in a cattle 


village in Nebraska; away up in sight 
of Fort Kearney. That reservation, by 
the way, was for many years a gather- 
ing point for herders and herds that 
had pastured up from Texas. The res- 
ervation was large, the Platt river ran 
through it, the feed was good and the 
land could dot be taken up by settlers. 
The village in which I existed only for 
three months was a shipping point and 
there were, it was said, not less than 
100,000 cattle there that season. The 
business of the village was mainly in 
saloons, hotels and the drugstore, a 
more select saloon. , 


I saw the cowboy element just as it 


was, never totally depraved, but always 
wild and often dangerous. There were 
Pawnee Indian women about the camps 
and equally barbaric white women in 
the village. The herders all drank and 
gambled. They, would run accounts 
between pay days and a fair percentage 
of the debts were paid. At times a 
herd of hoarders would take charge of 
the village; that is, they would fire up 
on forty-rod whisky, mount their pon- 
ies and with pistols cracking and lar- 
iats flying they would ride and run 
over the town like wild, yelling Oom- 
manches. Then it was dangerous to be 
out and about. 
Then doors were 


locked and such windows as had shut- 
ters were closed. Now and then a man 
would be hurt, but the law was afraid 
and nothing was done. When the 
whisky worked off the boys would tell 
yarns on each other and laugh over 
their frolics. If they had been a mur- 
derous lot I would not now be writing.

During the process of mastication, de- 
glutition, etc., certain muscles are 
brought into active play, and the exer- 
cise of any-muscle necessitates a tempo- 
rary waste of its tissues, and a certain 
amount of carbon is eliminated and 
passed off during the course of the meal. 
This loss, however, is trifling as com- 
pared with that due to respiration and 
perspiration, both of which are increased 
during the various operations of making 
a meal. 


The length of time one may take to 


consume a pound of food makes but lit- 
tle difference to those losses, fur if it is 
eaten leisurely there is but slight in- 
crease --of respiration or pm'Kpiration,
